for tbe identincation of criminal*, com- 
paratively few know of tbe .imple 
method which Uncle Sam hae been 
nsing for a number of years past to keep 
track of the men who eat bis ration* 
and wear his uniform in the regular 
army. The system employed by the war 
department might be tern:oi the ' 'nat- 
ural method" and is at once^Iuiple and 
ingenionsL It doe* away with all ap- 
paratus except a vortical measuring 
rod and a pair of scale*. It is known a* 
"tbe *car system" and ha* been found 
wonderfully effective. 


There is an unwritten theory in the 


array that every man who enliata will 
at some time or other desert This i* 
not entirely true, but the desertions are 
numerous enough to make it worth 
while to keep track of the offender*. In 
war the penalty for desertion ia death, 
but ia peace it is a long term of impris- 
onment, and the subject is liable to pun- 
ishment no matter how long a term ha* 
elapsed since his offense was committed. 
Strange a* it may seem, the men who 
desert most readily are the ones who 
straightway go back and enlist again, 
thoogh usually in some remote section 
of the country. 


The "recruiting card," as it i* called, 


i* big enough to contain two 6 inch 
outlines of a man's form, front and rear 
vbw, with a good sized border for mar- 
ginal notes. When the recruit is strip- 
ped for his physical examination, he is 
gone over from head to foot, and eveiy 
appreciable scar or permanent skin 
blemish is recorded. Its location ia ac- 
curately noted by a dot on the card, and 
its description is written on tbe mas- 
gin. The bands aad f»ce usually have 
the greatest number of scars, but tho&e 
on the body are apt to be tbe more 
pronounced and characteristic, as it u 
usually « more severe wound that pene- 
trates tbe clothing and leaves its record 
on the flesh beneath. Moles are alsj 
noted, their color and dimensions, and 
other birthmarks or blemishes that 
would not ordinarily disappear with 
time 


The qnestion may arise as to what if 


a man have no scars, moles or birth- 
marks. That'would be enough to identi- 
fy him, for in all the thousands of men 
who have been catalogued by the de- 
partment there has never been one who 
bore less than three clearly defined 
scars, while seven or eight is the moro 
usual number, and -there are some cases 
where the number runs up to SO or 85. 
Further, so infinite are the chances of 
combination tbat there have never been 
two individuals whose height, weight 
and the number and location of their 
•care came anywhere near coinciding.— 
Washington Star.

General Horace Porter, in his "Cam- 


paigning With Grant," in The Cen- 
tury, deals with the preparations for 
tbo final campaign. 
General Porter 


says: 


It was seen that Grant, by his opera- 


tions, was rapidly foiciug the fight to a 
finish The laft white man in the south 
had taca put into the ranks, the com- 
munications wero broken, the supplies 
were irregular. Confederate money was 
at a f aba lor. s discount, and hope had 
given place to despair. The next even- 
ing one of our scouts returned from a 
ulp to Richmond and was brought to 
headquarters in order that the general 
in chief might question him in person. 
Tbe man said: "The depreciation in the 
purchasing powut of ' gray backs,' as we 
call the rebel treasury notes, is BO rapid 
that every time I go into the enemy's 
lines I have to increase nay supply of 
them. On my last trip I had to stuff my 
clothes full of their currency to keep 
myself going for even a couple of days. 
A barrel of flour in Richmond now 
coats over $1,000 and a suit of olotbes 
about (1,200. A dollar in gold ia equal 
in value to f 100 in gray backs. Then, 
so much counterfeit Confederate money 
has been shoved in through our lines 
that in the country places they don't 
pretend to make any difference between 
good and bad money. A fellow thi t 
had come in from the •western part of 
the state told me a pretty tough yarn 
about matters out there. 
He said: 


'Everything that has a picture on it 
goes for money. If you stop at a hotel 
and the.bill of fare happens to have au 
engraving of the house printed at tbe 
top, you can jnst tear off tho picture and 
pay for your dinner with it.' " 


Tom Paine In Paris. 


In 1802, at the Cafe Jacob, in th« 


Bne Jacob, an obscure cabaret in an ob- 
scure street, was frequently to be seen 
tho once redoubtable Thomas Paine, 
then about 65.

Eel Blood For Snake Kite. 


Seme years ago tho naturalist Mosse 


found that the blood of eels, particular- 
ly that of sea eels, continued a poicon 
which acted, -when transferred into tbe 
human system, similar to Use venom of 
vipers, although weaker, inasmuch as 
tho eel poison brought about a bimi'ar 
reduction of the temptiatura of the 
blood as the snake poison. 


Based upon this fact, Professor C 


Phisalix 
made very interesting re- 


searches, which he presented recently 
to the Academy of Sciences at Paris. 
He concluded that the blcod of eela pos- 
sessed imniunifying agencies upon snake 
poison. He succeeded by heating a solu- 
tion of eel poison, to 58 degrees C. to 
destroy its virulence, so thai it was pos- 
sible to inoculate a guinea pig with 
the fluid, the only effect 
being the 


raising of the temperature by a few de- 
grees. This reaction cf tho organism 
was followed by a perfect capability to 
resist the poison of the vijieis, which 
was administered in a deadly dose lo 
to 20 hocrs after the ii:r:rnl.iuon \vith 
eel blcrd, Lut it absolutely failed to kill 
tlio nniroal. Kven a very small quanti- 
ty of the heated eel scrnm was sufficient 
to produce immunity from snake poison. 
This discos ury is moss important, since 
it can bo employed for immnnifying 
human beings against snake bites, and, 
if not too far progressed, it will even 
insure a more rapid recovsry from suake 
bite of victims who hud not previously 
been ininuiuiju'd ^\uii iho 
Philadelphia Kccord.

rla For Every Urine Person. 


No man or woman -who ever lived has 


bad his or her features reproduced of- 
tenet than her majesty tbs queen, says 
tbe Boston Herald. The number of ac- 
tual photographs of her majesty in ex- 
istence cannot be recorded, and there are 
besides millions of reproductions. Take 
the number of stamps sold in the United 
Kingdom during the queen's reign. The 
number of articles passing through Eng- 
lish, Scotch, Welsh and Irish postoffices 
in a reoent year waa nearly 8,000,000, 
and, though, cf course, that figure need 
not be taken as an average, it is not go- 
ing beyond tbe mark to say that since 
tbe accession of tbe queen over 60,CCO,- 
000,000 postal dispatches have passed 
through tbe postofflcea of Great Britain. 
Every one of these would bear nt least 
one stamp and many of them two or 
three, and every stamp bears the image 
of the queen. Eighty thousand million 
images of her majesty must have gone 
through the post during her record reign. 


Tben the record of the mint is by no 


means a small one since the coronation. 
It is estimated that about 6,000,000.000 
coins in gold, silver and bronze have 
passed through the bands of her majes- 
ty's subjects, each eoin bearing tbe fea- 
tures of the sovereign. Her image has 
been reproduced often enough to present 
100 likenesses to every mail, woman and 
child on tbe globe. Without doubt tba 
queen's is the best known face in the 
world.

Warm Wnlfcvr. 


A New Ycrk tern -.», mVut of Amer- 


ican Grcrdrmeg, who has fooad early 
cfckry prcdtablc, u-!l= how h« Llancbea it 
during the hot weatbtr. He writes: Iu 
blanching ccltsy daring warm weather 
care must be taken that no soil eomtw 
in contact with it to ro*t it 
It cannot, 


therefore, be banked with earth. I have 
tried tying wrapping paper around tbe 
bunches and oth«r methods, but have 
found that I conld blanch tbe celery at 
a ranch }e*s coot, ami blanch it better, 
too, with boards. 


After much experimenting in plant- 


ing at different distances apart tbe plan 
which I have now adopted as giving 
tbe best results u to plant double rows 
two feet apart—L e., plant two rows 
10 or 1 i inches apart and next leave a 
space of two feet 


When tbe planta are about one foot 


high, place tbe blanching boards on 
both sides of tbe double row, but be 
sure to keep them well apart, for if the 
leaves get wet between the boards and 
the sun does not get in to dry them they 
will rot and spoil the appearance of tbe 
celery, besides stopping its growth. 
When tbe celery grows a few inches 
above the boards, crowd tbe boards 
closer together, and tbe blanching will 
be completed in a few days. The boards 
I use are from 12 to 18 inches in width, 
and with them I blanch celery that grows 
two feet high or more. I hold them in 
place with crosspieces notched to set 
over the tops of tbe boards. 


I have never been successful in 


growing a good quality of early celery 
without irrigation, for when the plants 
are so close together a large growth 
cannot be had without it, and, moreover, 
during hot, dry weather blanching goes 
on too slowly, and tbe stalks often be- 
come stringy or hollow. 
When tbe 


boards are set up, run tbe water in tbe 
vacant space between them, thus hasten- 
ing the blanching aud improving the 
quality of tbe celery. 


When the celery 
is 
sufficiently 


blanched, the boards are taken down 
and removed to other rows. Tbe celery 
is cut a little under tbe ground and 
trimmed, leaving the refuse on tbe 
ground. If tbe sun be shining, tbe cel- 
ery is at once carried to a cool cellar 
rear by, and if not at once packed for 
market we stand it up in a vat contain- 
ing one or two inches of cold water in 
the bottom. This is all tbe water that 
is allowed to come in contact with the 
celery, for as there ia no earth used in 
banking it it needs no washing. Never 
pack wet celery for shipment, aa it is 
liable to beat and spoil If it be neces- 
sary to bold the celery a few days after 
is ia cut and trimmed, it can be kept in 
good condition by packing ice around 
the vat in which it is stored and mak- 
ing the cellar as cool as possible. 


BUoln* Sugar Beets. 


When sugar beets are to be kept for 


manufacture of sugar during tbe winter 
months or for tbe production of seed, 
they mnst be carefully protected against 
frost Following are directions given in 
a farmers' bulletin on the subject: The 
simplest and the easiest method is to 
place them in piles and cover them with 
earth, not too deeply. When first siloed, 
say, about tbe 1st of November, they 
should be covered with only a slight 
layer of earth. As tbe cold becomes 
more intense this covering can be in- 
creased. In some localities only a slight 
covering of straw is necessary to protect 
tbe beets, as, for instance, in California. 
In ether other localities, such as is tbe 
Dakotas, Minnesota and Wisconsin, it is 
probable that the beets would have to 
be covered to the depth of two feat, or 
evrs Side, to prrtcot tl.cn: frcn: 'i-L-ot. 


Siloing is usually done by the factory, 


as it would be very inconvenient to de- 
liver beets from a distance to a factory 
in tbe middle of winter. In most local- 
ities in the beet sugar region it is prob- 
able that the harvesting and delivery to 
the factory ccnld be entirely completed 
by tbe middle of November, although 
in some seasons there would be ao dan- 
ger in leaving the roots in tho earth un- 
til tbe 1st of December, -while in Cali- 
fornia there is no danger at all of freez- 
ing. In the construction of large silos 
duo regard must be bad for proper ven- 
tilation to avoid the danger of beating. 


Alfalfa Replacing Corn. 


It is not likely that alfalfa, the clover 


which has succeeded so well in Cali- 
fornia, will ever become plentiful in the 
east Oar wet winters will rot the roots 
or at last decrease their vigor On very 
dry, sandy or gravelly soil it might suc- 
ceed here. But it seoms to be especially 
adapted to hot and dry climates, and 
hence its success iv the arid regions of 
tbe far west As its root often goes sev- 
eral feet deep it is likely to change tbe 
character of the climate, for wherever 
alfalfa roots have gone water will also 
go. The aKnlfa retains its greenness 
during the severest droughts. Of course 
it must be all the time evaporating 
moisture, and this also will have some 
uftrci in ciiuDgiug the climate. Kenca 
in localities too dry for corn alfalfa is 
taking its place aa a feed for all kinds 
of stock. It is at the same time fitting 
tbe soil for jzrwiag corn and other 
crops.—American Cultivator. 


dmnious For a Wheat Crop. 


The simplest wheat fertilizer yon can 


make, according to Rural New Yorker, 
io a mixture of three parts fine ground 
bone and one part muriate of potash. 
Use this when sowing tbe wheat as 
heavily as yon can afford, and the fol- 
lowing spring use 800 pounds or more 
of nitrate of soda per acre. These chem- 
icals may be bought of tho fertilizer 
firms, Tbe oost will depend upon the 
quantity bought and the ability to pay 
cash.

I pixf rr large shocks to small one*. 


and if tbo field is not to bo sown in 
wheat we cut 1> bills square, making 
144 hills to the shock. When the field 
is to be sown to wheat, we put 40 rows 
ia a shock row, carrying 20 rows from 
each side, rozkicg tbe shocks S by 40. 
or ISO hills to a shock. Tbtomtkeethe 
shocks stand so aa nearly to touch each 
other in tbe row and leave* lands 40 
rows wide to seed to wheat, and we do 
not try to seed the shock rows at all 
There will be less waste of land and 
less damage to tbe shocks than if set up 
tbe ordinary distance apart. 


When it comes to busking, tbe corn 


and fodder can be laid to one side and 
tbe wagon driven along tbe shock row, 
and corn and fodder taken off without 
driving over the wheat. The cost of cut- 
ting and shocking 8 by 40 is only 1 cent 
per shock more than 1C by li bills. 
which gives a shock of the samu size, 
and tbe advantage is such that I would 
do it if it cost 2 or 8 cents more. 


Corn in the shock will cure out dry 


enough to crib in two or three weeks' 
leas time than if left on tbe bill, and as 
the fodder is much better if secured in 
tbe barn early and busking corn from 
tbe shock is very disagreeable work 
after winter sets in tbe farmer should 
so arrange his work as to let nothing 
binder the securing of this crop. In 
crder that so time be lost by wet weath- 
er, tbe barn floor should be packed 
foil to work oa when it rains, and this 
should be drawn in when the fodder is 
soft and pliable, go that it will not 
break. We generally draw tbe corn in 
on a long, low sled with two horses, 
and it is an advantage to have the sled 
made so that the horses can be bitched 
to either end, and tbo sled can tben be 
drawn o^t beside the shock row and the 
horses shifted to tho other end and the 
sled loaded and drawn to the barn. 


If the baru will not hold all tbe fod- 


der, do not leave it in the shock, but 
drav? it to some dry spot near tbe barn 
and stack it 
A feiv rails or poles will 


make a stack bottom large enough to 
build a stack of from 60 to 75 knocks, 
and it is better to bm!d moderate sized 
stacks thuc large outs.

Fertilizers For Tobacco. 


have been carried on at 


three central points for three saccessmi 
years tinder the auspices of the Hatch 
Massachusetts station aud the Valley 
Tobacco Experiment association. A bul- 
letin indued from the Hatch st.-.tioii 
makes it appear that fertilizers affect 
the quality much more than tho quanti- 
ty of the crop. Mineral fertilizers con- 
taining much salt make tobacco barn 
poorly. Cottonseed hull ashes and high 
grade imlphato of potash huvn been tho 
most satisfactory potash fertilizers used. 
A good acid phosphate ia satisfactory 
for phosphoric acid. Cottonseed meal, 
linseed meal aud caster bean pomace ere 
about equally good sources of nitrogen, 
but one-fourth of the nitrogen used 
should bo iu the form of nitrate of soda. 
If barn yard manure is used, it mnst bu 
well rotted and mast be supplemented 
by acid phosphate and ashe s or sulphate 
of potash, to balance its excess of nitro- 
gen.

Since the TUQEB-DEMOCKAT pub 


lithed the announcement of the fact 
that the Lake Brie * We*tero Ball- 
road Company WH taking steps to 
secure a new right of way to parallel 
that of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
Dayton road from Vine street to 
Wayne itreet, the officials of the lat- 
ter road have not been idle with ret 
eranoe to the project, and, much to 
the dlipleaiure and inconvenience of 
parties owning property abutting 
the right of way 
upon which 


the 0. H. & D. and the present L. K. 
& W. tracks are built, steps are be- 
ing taken that will eause the L. K. 
St W. more trouble in securing the 
new right of way than was at first 
anticipated. 


A corps of civil engineers In 
the employ of the 0 , H. & D. com- 
pany have been at work surveying 
the company's right of way between 
the points mentioned, and as a result 
a gang of men commenced work re- 
moving fences and outbuildings be- 
longing to the owners of abutting 
property. They claim that the fences 
and 
buildings that are being 


removed, were built on the company's 
right of way, though some of the 
property owners had their property 
surveyed and located fences on what 
they considered the lines between 
their property and the 0., H. & D. 
right of way. Fences have be*n 
set 
back 
from 
the 
right 


of way various distances, ranging 
from one to five or six feet, and a few 
buildings have also already been re- 
moved. Some of the property owners 
dispute the claims of the 0. H. & D., 
but as they had no notice of the 
claims until the workmen began 
tearing down and removing their 
fences, the move baa so far pro- 
gressed without any legal interfer- 
ence. In one place, just south of 
Klbby street, on the west side of the 
right of way a «trip of lacd that has 
been used for several years as an alley 
Is 
about 
to be fenced In, in 
a manner that will prevent Ingress 
or egress to and from 0. S. Keller's 
barn or the rear of any of the adjoin- 
ing lots. Mr. Keller will be unable 
to get his horse and carriage oat onto 
the street unless he drives through 
his front yard and down a high 
embankment and across the sidewalk 
OB south Tanner street, as the men 
refuse to permit the construction of a 
gate or other opening in the fence. 


To some of tee property owners on 


south Jackson street the company 
offered a big lease on the property 
they were using and was claimed by 
the company, bat not knowing the 
object or meaning of the scheme, 
only a very few of the property own- 
ers availed themselves of the lease, 
and they are the only ones whose 
fences are not being removed 


The only object apparent for this 
radical 
movement on the 
part 


of the 0., H. & D. people is 
their desire to crowd the L E & W, 
people over as far as possible onto 
the property that is occupied by 
dwellings and other buildings. 


Whether this Is the object or not 


it will be the result as will be found 
by the latter company when a survey 
is made for the new right of way.
